An Alletrcd Feniau Torpedo Rain. 
Mr. H. llubbo, of 178 Broad way, was 
the engineer that Delamater & Co. put 
in charge of the construction of John 
P. Holland's torpedo ram when tho in- 
ventor fir«t applied to them in May, 
1879. Ho said yesterday: 
. '.'I have dissolved my connection with 
Ddlamater & Co., but I know Mr. Hol- 
land very well, and did all the engineer- 
ing work for him on the torpedo ram. 
Holland is wide . awake, and a very 
clever man. The boat is an undoubted 
success, and I am vary glad of it, not 
only because 
hor construction wfts 


carried on under my direction, but be- 
oanso I am glad to see that the Idea 
which Holland has so long championed 
has at last been carried'thrown' tot a 
practical success. This ram Is pro- 
pelled by a twenty-horse power Brayton 
motor which can bo run with keroscnb, 
naphtha, or petroleum. One of these 
motors has been/ put into a launch 
which belongs to a .friend of mine, and 
he-makes ton miles an-hour all day long 
on less than ten gallons of keroserio? 
Tho machines are very powerful. There 
is ono point about Holland's ram that I 
know nothing about—his invention for 
purifying the air. The very cnn-ine'or 
he has on board of her ,is ignorant:of 
his secret, and he's too ahrowd to allow 
it to slip out,; There is no secret, how- 
ever, about his torpedo. It Is shot 
through a tube in the bow like a ball 
from a ritle, after tho method invented 
by John Ericsson. Tho inside of fcho 
boat is iillccl with machinery. She' is 
steered by the aft rudder by means of a 
lever, but the side rudders are worked 
by complicated machinery. These side 
or horizontal rudders enable her i to 
shoot up or down at any angle in tho 
water, and are very essential. ' 
" How long con a man stay under 
water with hor?" 
" About live hours would be the 


maximum. 
Tho speed attainable is 


not more than seven miles an hour be- 
low the surface. It's very hot inside, 
With all tho machinery clicking about 
one's ears and tho steaming motors un- 
der one's very feet; but tho water in- 
side is cold, and serves to equalize the 
temperature. 
Tho Jacket about the 


man trap has two windows fore and 
aft, and two on each side, so that a 
man can put his head up there when 
he steers and look right into tho heart 
of the river. The glass is an inch and 
a half thick in this jacket to resist the 
heavy pressure.

which tho boat is constructed 'is.'well1 
known and thoroughly tested.'' 
" Who paid for the boat?" 
"The Fenian John J. Breslin was 
at tho yard every day, and watched 
the work with the utmost care ; but • I 
am not prepared to state, in fact, I 
don't know, whether he paid for her 
or not. I only know that he was con- 
stantly on hand.

A Patcrson Land Leaguer and former 


neighbor of Mr. Holland says ho has 
•made a submarine trip with Mr. Hol- 
land in tho boat. "It was on the 15th 
of July," ho said to a Sun reporter 
yesterday. 
"Wo started down near 
Judge Van Brunt's place, and went 
fully half a mile under water. Holland 
mado the boat do just what ho wanted 
it to-do. There is a dial on one sido 
that denotes tho water pressure and tho 
depth below the surface. Ho can keep 
a level course at any depth ho desires, 
and.can ascend or descend at will. An- 
other gauge indicates the steam pres- 
sure. 
Still another shows the speed 


and direction of the vessel. It was ,a 
hot day, but tho air was fresh and pore 
in the boat, though we were underwater 
for an hour. The light that came in 
through tho bull's-eyo lookout mado 
everything plainly visible inside. Wo 
sailed at a depth of sixteen feet from 
the surface, and could see ovorythino- 
in tho water for somo distance.

Thirteen 
Full-Grown Men Quietly 


Robbed by a Mcllow-Voiccd 


Brigand. 


H. M. Burton, tho alleged stage rob- 


ber, who was arrested in Pueblo and 
brought tp Denver, had his preliminary 
examination before Judge Brazep yes- 
terday afternoon. Burton is charged 
with robbing the stage running "be- 
tween Del Norte and Alamosa abont 
midnight on tho night of Juno 29. The 
robbery was one of the most audacious 
In the annals of highway robbery, and 
links tho name of tho perpetrator with 
that of Billy Le Roy. The story of tho 
deed is best told in the words of J. B 
McMillan, of Del Nolle* one of the vie- 
Urns of tho robbery, and who^ was the 
first and principal witness lot the pros- 
ecution in tho examination of yester- 
day. He said in substance: 


"Thore were eight men and one? 


woman inside tho coach, and-four men 
bosido the driver on top. I was among 
tho latter, sitting beside the driver, ft 
was about midnight, I should ittilirik,1 
and about twenty miles from Del 
Norto, whon wo were halted. It was 
very, dark, and wo wore just turning a 
bend in tho road whon tho word camo 
to halt. There was only one man visi- 
ble, to tho loft and about ton feet ahead 
,of the coach. Tho robber was : stand- 
Ing behmd a piece of canvas stretched 
alongside the road, and had a revolver 
pointed directly at myself and tho 
driver.

We dp not mean 'that he should 
half till his iields to save the cost 
of cultivation, which would bo tho 
most profitless conrso ho could pursue, 
For if by so doing ho would got but 300 
bushels of corn from a ten acre lot, tho 
whole of which must bo plowed and 
cultivated, tho grain would cost him 
much more than to raise the JJOO bushels 
on fivo acros with half tho plowino- and 
a diminished amount of cultivating. 
Jteside, the rich and mellow soil of tho 
*V5 Hr^ffHr bo moro oaaily plowed 
•nd f7prki4 |hin tho hard, poor ground 
of the ten acres, to say nothing of tho 
struggle with woods 'in tho neglected

i-a Tl10 f?reat principle, therefore, 
should bo well understood—never to cul-

Rather than pursue 
(ft superficial course, sell the rest of tho 
farm, seed it down to grass, or do as a 
successful manager did a few years 
ago. who let out tho farm which no 
jowned in a poor region of country, arid 
rented another where land was rich, 
aqd; r»celw;«l,: ruoro after paying his 
rent than ho had obtained ontiro from 
tho farm ho owned, wjth. harder labor. 
Crops are reduced and labor greatly 


increased by a prof use growth of weeds. 
An important point is never to attenipl 
their destruction in cultivated fields by 
hard labor. It Is too expensive, ft would 
bo, o^onpecitp (allow one entire season, 
tojIsvdapyM, Broadcast with plow and 
harrow, os the weeds are successively 
about to appear, than to pull them o.it 
by millions with thumb and finger, or 
to cut them up laboriously with an 
hand-hoe. But it is not necessary to 
loso an entire season, with the fallow. 
A repetition of tho plowing or harrow- 
ing ivs often as the green points of the 
weeds.arq's0eapeeping at the surface, 
from May till September, will do much 
toward giving a perfectly clean field, 
and will bring tho soil into admirable 
condition for sowing winter wheat.
